Bookkeeper for - Snow- 
Church Co. Tells How 


More Than $10,000 Was 
Spent by Firm: 


Collections from debtors were 
slow during the last three years, 
but clients of the Snow-Church 
Adjustment Co., collection agency 
with offices at 1627 Locust street, 
found collections from the collec- 
tors even more difficult, Miss The- 
resa A. Bauer, bookkeeper for the 
company, testified yesterday before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Hope. 

In its voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy the company listed debts of 
$14,352, of which more than $10,000 
represents collections for 126 cli- 
ents. Assets, including commis- 
sions due and office equipment, 
amount to $6069. 

Referring to the books she kept 


for the company, Miss Bauer, in 
answer to questions by John B. Ed- 
wards, attorney for Sam M. Degen, 
trustee, told of the company’s use 
of clients’ money. 


Tells of Use of Clients Funds. 


In 1931, commissions being insuf- 
ficient to meet expenses for opera- 
tion and salaries, the company 
dipped into funds collected for 
clients to the extent of $3159, she 
said. In 1932, the amount of these 
funds used was $5072, and last vear 
it was about $3000, the witness said. 
During this period, Miss Bauer 
said, a monthly salary of $150 aid 
to Mrs. L. P. Blankenship, presi- 
dent of the company, was reduced, 
first to $125, then to $100 and, last 
year, finally stopped. The presi- 
dent’s duties, the bookkeeper said, 
was to come in for a brief period 
twice a week and sign checks. 


Louis A. Lauck, employed in the 
office, got $275 a month and had 
the title of “honorary second vice- 
president.” Edward J. Poursine 
was secretary. , 

A sheaf of letters written by the 
company to its clients was intro- 
duced by Edwards. They invari- 
ably told of difficulty in ing 
collections, suggested that the client 
“advance your files,” expressed 
hope of ultimate collection of at 
least a part of the debt and solicit- 
ed more business in view of their 
fine service. 

Noting the date of each of these 
letters, Edwards asked the book- 
keeper to state the amount which 
had been collected by the company 
on that date. Partial payments, 
and, in many case*, payments in 
full had been made when the let- 
ters were written, Miss Bauer said. 


Suggestion for Fee Increase. 
One letter, reciting the difficul- 
ties lawyers were having with an 
Alabama collection, suggested that 
the fee be increased to 50 per cent, 
The client agreed to 331-3 per cent. 
The ks showed the collection 
in full had been made when the 
letter was written. 

Lawyers, too, had their difficul- 
ties in collecting fees, Miss Bauer 
said. If they did not apply in- 
sistently they were not paid, she 
declared, and if not collected from 
the company in six months were 
placed to the credit of the com-

Miss Biggerstaff, an em- 
ploye of the First Mortgage Sav- 
ings and Loan Association, handled 
investments for various friends. 
Bankers and club women investi- 
gating Miss Biggerstaff’s affairs 
learned that she had been specu- 
lating in wheat. 

Officers of the club were shocked 
by the disclosures, but showed no 
dispositiog to prosecute. 

“The loss of the club’s funds is 
hard to bear,” said Mrs. Kirk 
Askew, a former president, “but we 
can build a new reserve fund. The 
hard thing is the destruction of our 
confidence in one we trusted so 
completely.” 

The shortage in the club's reserve 
fund came to light when checks on 
Miss Biggerstaff’s accounts in two 
banks were returned yesterday 
marked “insufficient funds.”

Ranging From 17 1-2 to 
39.94 Cents an Hour.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—All 
the bids for temporary air mail 
contracts received yesterday were 
at a iower rate than was paid for 
the same routes under the con- 
“tracts that were annulled on Feb. 
19, Postmaster-General Farley an- 
nounced last night. 

Forty-three bids for 21 rovytes 
were opened at noon and disclosed 
offers ranging from 17% cents an 
hour all the way. to 39.94, by com- 
parison with the 41-45 cent maxi- 
mum imposed by the Postoffice De- 
partment. : 

Among the bidders were eight 
companies, revamped since Farley 
decreed that no concern whose air 
mail contracts had been annulled 
or who had representatives at the 
much-discussed conference of 1930 
could be eligible. 

One of the bidders, United Air- 
lines, Inc., entered proposals for 
routes formerly covered by four 
companies—Boeing Air Transport, 
Ine., Pacific Air Transport, Na- 
tional Air Transport, Inc., and 
Varney Airlines, Inc.—which have 
sought to enjoin Farley from en- 
forcing his annulment order. 

Another bidder that was eagerly 
watched by the crowd was Ameri- 
can Airlines, Inc.,. reputedly dom- 
inated by E. L. Cord, motor mag- 
nate. Formerly American Airways, 
Inc., the concern bid on eight of the 
21 routes offered. In seven causes 
it had competition and in no one 
of these was low bidder. It was the 
sole bidder for the Boston-Hart- 
ford-Newark route. 

Among the Other Offers. 

TWA, Inc., formerly Transconti- 
nental & Western Air made but one 
bid, submitting a price of 24 cents 
per airplane mile for the Newark- 
Los Angeles route in competition 
with .American Airplanes, Inc., 
figure of 39%c cents. 

United Airlines, Inc., was the 
only bidder for the Newark-Oak- 
land, Cal, run. It competed with 
the Braniff Airways, Inc., for the 
Chicago-Dallas route. It submitted 
a figure of 39% cents while Bran- 
iff posted 22% cents. Midwest Air- 
ways, Inc., offered to fly the mail 
on this run for 39.94 cents.

He has carried aloft dozens 
of Chinese in the big American 
bomber he is trying to sell to the 
Government. 

A slight accident recently at 
Nanchang, however, put Hawks 
and his bomber temporarily out of 
the race for sales, pending the ar- 
rival from America of new ‘props 
for the vlane. The incident oc- 
curred during a demonstration be- 
fore Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek and 
other National Government chiefs. 


Japanese Say Declaration Delays 
Naval Accord With U. 8. 
TOKIO, April 21.—Japan’s ad- 
monition to other countries that 
meddling in China will be stopped 
by force if necessary aroused fears 
in high circles today that it might 
check efforts to improve relations 
between the United States. and 
Japan. 
Foreign diplomats and high Jap- 
anese admitted that attempts to 
reach a preliminary American-Jap- 
anese naval accord had been defi- 
nitely set back. 
One newspaper, the Kokumin, 
urged a rapprochement between 
the two nations on the grounds that 
“if America is on our side’ we need 
not fear any combinations of other 
Powers.”

Downfall of Leader Result

NEW YORK, April 21. — John 
BF. Curry was deposed last night 
as leader of Tammany Hall and 
the executive committee of the or- 
ganization removed him by a vote 
of 14 1-3 to 10 16. One member, 
controlling half a vote was not 


present. 

It was the most drastic action 
ever taken against a Tammany 
leader in the 1385 years of the »or- 
ganization’s existence, although 
threats of similar action in the 
past resulted in resignations. 

William P. Kenneally, chairman 
of the committee, will call a meet- 
ing next week to select a steering 
committee of three, five or seven 
members. No agreement\has been 
reached on the membership. 

Loss of Patronage. 

Curry’s opponents charged that 
through a series of political blund- 
ers he had lust patronage, the car- 
dinal sin of a political leader. 

At Chicago Curry opposed the 
nomination of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt for President and supported 
the candidacy of Alfred E. Smith. 
That cost the Hall plenty when 
James Farley began handing out 
Federal patronage. 

Curry opposed the nomination of 
Herbert H. Lehman for Governor 
and the election of Lehman didn’t 
help Tammany when State patron- 
age was distributed. 

The leader stood by James Walk- 
er, New York’s Mayor to the end 
of Walker's political career. It did 
not add to Curry’s prestige when 
Walker resigned during an inves- 
tigation and left the country. 

The last blow, however, and by 
far the worst, ‘was his failure to 
secure re-election for Mayor John 
P. O’Brien. O’Brien was defeated 
by a big majority. 

Until the vote was taken by the 
Wigwam executive committee, Cur- 
ry had maintained that he would 
win. He had been leader five years, 
he told the committee and “there 
are no charges against me.” 

Resignation or Ouster. 

“If mistakes were made, they 
were mistakes any leader could 
have made. There has been no 
leader in the past who has not 
made mistakes,” a district leader 
quoted him as saying. 

But the committee was in no 
mood for excuses. Curry was of- 
feréd the alternative of resigning 
or having a vote taken oon an 
ouster. He chose to fight. 

As Curry left the hall his only 
comment was: “I have nothing to 
say. I am going home, have dinner 
with the family and go to the 
movies.”

M KENDREE DROPPED 
~ FROM COLLEGE LIST 


Weakened Administrative and 
Scholastic Standing Laid to. 
‘“‘Slow’”’ Finances. 


McKendree College at Lebanon, 
Ill., oldest college in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, was one of sevén 
institutions dropped yesterday by 
the North Central Association be 
cause of administration and scholas- 
tic shortcomings. 

Complaint against McKendree 
College was based chiefly on its 
financial situation, Dr. Cameron 
Harmon, president of the school, 
said today. Many of the 300 stu- 
dents are pressed for funds and, 


as a result, the school’ finances are 
“slow,” Dr. Harmon said. He said 
the institution would apply for re- 
instatement in the association next 
year, when it is hoped that the 
financial situation will have im- 
proved. Dr. Harmon pointed out 
that McKendree has a Class A rat- 
ing from the University of Illinois 
and with the Illinois Department 
of Education, and is a member of 
the American Association of Col- 
leges. 

Xavier College of Cincinnati was 
stricken from the rolls of the as- 
sociation because, investigators re- 
ported, it was found that athletes 
were subsidized. Treatment of ath- 
letes figured also in’ the dismissal 
of Detroit University from the aza- 
sociation. 

Other institutions dropped, and 
the reasons given, were: College of 
the Ozarks, Clarksville, Ark., be- 
cause of the quality of its educa- 
tional work; Rochester Junior Col- 
lege, Rorchester, Minn., faulty aca 
demic administration; Ashland Col- 
lege of Ohio, inadequate training; 
Regis College, Denver, Colo., be- 
cause of failure to meet require- 
ments in three years. Athletic ad- 
ministration is under investigatioxn 
at three schools, Butler University 
at Indiana olis, the University of 
Denver and Colorado College. Ham- 
line University at St. Paul, Minn., 
was reinstated to the accredited 
list. 

High school principals must in 
the future hold master’s degrees, 
according to a new association 
policy, but the rule will not affect 
those in office now.

The silicosis damage suit in 
which the State Supreme Court last 
Wednesday refused a writ to pro- 
hibit trial in St. Louis Circuit Court 
is one of many. constituting a com- 
paratively recent phase of litiga- 
tion in St. Louis courts. 

About 300 such suits are pending. 
As was told recently in the 


Post-Dispatch, the total amount 
represented by these suits and ad- 
ditional claims in the hands of law- 
yers but not yet sued upon was es- 


timated at $12,000,000 by an inves- 
tigator for one defendant corpora- 
tion. The unsuccessful application 
to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
prohibition was made by the Pilot 
Knob Ore Co., ‘which company is 
defendant in a number of pending 
suits. The plaintiff's attorney, Rus- 
sell J. Horsefield, asserted the com- 
pany’s application was merely a 
dilatory move. 

The question of jurisdiction was 
raised in the application, the com- 
pany contending suit should have 
been filed in Iron County, where 
the company operates. The court 
did not hand dewn an opinion in 
refusing the writ. In its incorpora- 
tion articles the Pilot Knob com- 
pany gave its home office as St. 
Louis. Other corporations con- 
cerned in the many suits and 
claims have offices in St. Louis. 

Attorney Is Indicted. 

Another incident, an unusual de- 
fense move which reflects the high- 
ly controversial] nature of the lit- 
igation, was the indictment a few 
days ago of Attorney Horsefield 
in Iron County. He was charged 
with “moving, stirring up and in- 
citing” four persons to file damage 
suits against the Pilot Knob com- 
pany, which he denies. 

Silicosis is a lung disease result- 
ing from the inhalation of silica 
dust arising from the mining and 
processing of sand, stone and min- 
erals. Claimants seeking damages 
on account of this ‘disease base 
their claims on employment in an 
industry where rock dust exists. 
There are many such industries in 
the state. 

Medical authorities describe the 
onset of the disease as insidious and 
the prospect of recovery not favor- 
able. It frequently leads to tuber- 
culosis and fatal termination in a 
year or two thereafter. It is an oc 
cupational disease and workers 
seeking compensation invariably 
base their claims on the contention 
that they have contracted it through 
the negligence of employers. 

In a number of cases judgments 
have been returned by trial juries 


000, and in some cases the verdict 
has been for the employing cor- 
poration. The validity of each claim 
rests on proof of two facts, first, 
that the worker has, or had, silicosis, 
and, second, that it was contracted 
through the negligence of the em- 
ployer. In some cases where the 
worker has died the claimants are 
surviving relatives. A charge fre- 
quently made against employers is 
that they have neglected to provide 
the safety devices and measures re 
quired by State law. 
The silicosis suits have been filed 
in greatest number in the last three 
years. 
How Cases Got Started. 

Attorney Everett Hullverson, who 
has specialized in cases of this kind, 
gave a Post-Dispatch reporter an 
interesting account of how his in- 
terest in silicosis was aroused and 
of his exhaustive study of the dis- 
ease. Since he first handled a sili- 
cosis case three years ago he has 
disposed of about 200 cases for 
claimants by settlement out of court 
and 20 by trial. He has 600 to 700 
claims now in hand, he said. 
In this extensive practice, to 
gether with other general practice, 
he employes 10 other lawyers in 
spacious offices at 722 Chestnut 
stree a aE 
His first case was that of a 
friend who had been employed in 
a gravel crushing plant. 
“This man had an illness of 
which he later died,” Hullverson 
said. “I sent him to Dr, John S&S. 
Young of the Missouri Baptist Hos 
pital staff, who diagnosed the case 
as silicosis by X-ray photographs, 
said to be the only dependable 
method. As a result of that case 
I began to study the history, symp- 
toms and effects of silicosis.” 
He said he later sent many other 
chents to Dr. Young, who, he 
learned, had made a thorough med- 
ical study of the disease. Dr. Young 
resigned from the hospital staff last 


Mr. Kuebel, who was 56 fears 
old, was manager of the Morris & 
Co., wholesale meat market for 25 
years. He was active in Catholic 
organizations. Surviving are his 
widow, six sons and three daugh- 
ters.

A glance about his office shows 
the thoroughness with which he has 
prepared himself for the handling 
of the silicosis cases. A bookcase 
contains many volumes on the sub- 
ject. - Among them are bulletins of 
the United States Bureau of Mines 
and the Public Health Service,\ and 
reports and papers by medical au- 
thorities. On a table ar® samples 
of various kinds of silica-bearing 
rocks and a microscope with which 
he examines the dust from these 
rocks. He explains that silica is 
one of the hardest substances 
known, being two degrees harder 
than glass; the diamond is the 
hardest substance, rated at 10 de- 
grees of hardness; silica is rated at 
7 and giass at 5. 


Index of Articles. 


He keeps on his desk an indexed 
digest of leading scientific articles 
on silicosis and he hag in his files 
most of the books, pamphlets and 
magazines quoted in the digest. One 
of the articles he has briefed is en- 
titled, “Why the Cliff Dwellers 
Vanished.” Published in the Scien- 
tific American in 1920, it argued 
that in digging their homes in 
rock and in the constant chipping 
of flint to make weapons and 
other implements, the Cliff Dwell- 
ers inhaled deadly quantities of 
silica dust. 

The scientific .treatises which 
Hullverson has collected discuss 
the various characteristics of the 
disease. They give the average ex- 
pectancy of life as 10 years after 
the disease has been contracted, 
but state it often results fatally in 
shorter time. 

X-ray photographs interpreted by 
physicians are largely relied upon 
as evidence of the disease and -Hull- 
verson has studied reading of such 
photographs. He explained that 
mottled appearance of the lung 
area indicates presence of silicosis. 

A recent pamphlet on silicosis is- 
sued by the Metropolita Life Insur- 
ance Co., states that in the early 
stages of silicosis the subject may 
look well and even gain in weight 
and is free from fever. 

Change Is Sudden. 

“The action of silica on the 
lungs,” it says, “favors infection 
with tuberculosis. This may occur 
at any stage of silicosis, but usually 
after the disease is well advanced. 
The change in the individual’s ap- 
pearance and symptoms, after tu- 
berculous infection becomes mani- 
fest, may be dramatic in its sudden- 
ness. As a rule, these cases pro- 
ceed to a fairly rapid fatal termi- 
nation in a year or two.” 

Laws enacted in Missouri in 1913 
and later require elaborate protec- 
tive measures in mines and plants 
where dust and fumes are pro- 
duced. The employers are required 
to provide ventilators and suction 
apparatus to remove dust from 
machines which produce it and to 
provide workers with effective fil- 
tering respirators. They are re- 
quired to post conspicuous warnings 
of the danger of exposure to dust 
and fumes. Although ailicosis is 
the most common of the dust dis- 
eases, there are others caused by 
other kinds of dust or fumes gen-

You realize where this nation 
would be without protective tariffs 
when you talk with Mr. Chapin, of 
Detroit, recently Secretary of Com- 
merce. Japan sends in tennis shoes 
of good quality to be retailed here 
at 10 cents a pair, and. well-made 
bicycles to sell at’ $3.25. 


Britain’s Prime Minister, Mac- 
Donald, is said to be “much 
vexed” by Japan’s assumption of 
A dictatorship in Asia. There are 
only 70,000,000 Japanese, as against 
Britain’s 300,000,000 assorted Asi- 
atics in India. But Japan’s 70,000,- 
000 will fight for. Japan to the last 
man, whereas Britain’s 300,000,000 
would not fight for Britain at all. 


It is to be hoped, for Japan’s 
sake, that she will not overlook the 
fact that war has changed, explo- 
ives and poison gas kill the brave 
as easily as they kill the timid. The 
next war will be an air war, and 
Japan, a nation of inflammable, 
closely-crowded houses, is open to 
destructive attack by fire bombs.

Sitting in her small office on the 
second floor of the lub, she dis- 
cussed the joys and tribulations 
of being a hostess. She discussed 
her work as calmly as though she 
were merely giving one of her rec 
ipes from her own cook book which 
she has compiled to simplify her 
work. The joys stacked up s0 
much higher than the tribulations 
that one does not wonder why Nel- 
lie Bond Shields has made such a 
success of a difficult job. 

In addition to arranging and su- 
pervising parties at the clubhouse 
Miss Shields is hostess to eight resi- 
dent guests and manages the 21- 
room house with the assistance of 
two servants, a houseman and an 
assistant cook. 

“The most important thing about 
this work,” said Miss Shields, “is 
to see that the guests get what 
they pay for, and at the same time 
to make the profit the House Com- 
mittee requires. The overhead, 
which includes service, equipment, 
replacement and repairs must be 
kept as low as possible. 

“T have a few simple rules which 
I learned by experience and I do 
not mind preparing tea for 60 any 
more than I do for 10. I have 
learned to keep a record of every 
menu I serve and if a club mem- 
ber makes a reservation for July 
I am able to look back and see 
what was served at her party last 
June and thereby avoid a repeti- 
tion. 

“T learned early in this work that 
a pound of peas will serve three 
persons; a pound of green beans 
shredded, will serve six and two 
bunches of beets four, and so on 
throughout an entire menu. But 
when men come to luncheon or din- 
ner, then I double everything. Wom- 
en never want fattening food at 
their parties and I seldom, if ever, 
serve potatoes. They always want 
peas—which have to be shelled— 
and they usually order ice cream. 
The most successful luncheons I 
have served are the ones where the 
hostess has signified her likes and 
dislikes in food and has then given 
me a free hand in arranging the 
luncheon. With a definite idea of 
the amount she wishes to spend 
on candles, flowers, mints or nuts, 
it is simple to arrange the menu 
and the details for the party. I 
enjoy looking after all the details 
and, when the hour of the party 
has arrived, I like to have the

HE task of shelling 30 pounds 
Te peas, making hundreds of 
rolis, peeling and separating 
dozens of grape fruit for one dinner 
is in itself an arduous one, aside 
from cooking the main course and 
preparing a special dessert, so Miss 
Shields does as much as possible ou 
the day before. The trays of tricky 
looking sandwiches served at tea 
would take much time and patience 
but she has simplified this, too. She 
cuts the crust from a sandwich loaf 
of bread, then she cuts the loaf in 
half and each half in five strips, 
lengthwise. She spread» a_ slice 
with sandwich filling and covets it 
with another until the loaf is fin- 
ished. This she wraps in a wet 
napkin and just before tea she cuts 
it into finger strips, which makes 
a closed sandwich with the filling 
inside. She has found that one loaf 
will serve 12 guests, giving them 
three sandwiches apiece. One of 
her favorite fillings is cream cheese 
with crushed pineapple and nuts or 
cream cheese with chopped, stuffed 
olives. 
- Also popular at the College Club 
is an open tomato sandwich. This 
is made by cutting the rounds of 
bread a trifle larger than the slice 
of tomato, which is salted and gar- 
nished with mayonnaise. Cucum- 
ber sandwiches are made the same 
way. The College Club. members 
also like cream puffs filled with 
chicken salad and Miss Shields 
makes the small cream puffs by 
dropping the batter from a tea- 
spoon instead of a tablespoon and 
she makes the batter from her own 
recipe which she says is “fool 
proof.” 3 
The cream puffs are made by 
adding- half a.cup of butter and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of salt to one 
cup of boiling water. While it is 
boiling add a cup.of flour, all at 
one time; stir constantly until the 
mixture leaves the sides. of the 
pan; remove from the fire and add 
four eggs, unbeaten, one at @ time, 
beating. constantly. Drop the bat 
ter from a teaspoon on a slightly 
floured tin about two inches apart. 
Bake the cream puffs in a hot oven 
for 40 minutes. Fi or cool fill with 
icken salad serve.

made from a recipe originated and 
perfected by Miss Shields. The rolls 
are made by adding-a half cup of 
warm water, three teaspoons of 
sugar and one cake of yeast, which 
has been broken into bits. The mix- 
ture is then set aside for 45 min- 
utes. The cook may forget ail 
about her ice box rolls, but she must 
return to the kitchen in 45 minutes 
and cream together a half cup of 
sugar and a half cup of shortening 
after which she adds a beaten egg 
and one and a half teaspoons of 
salt. This is well mixed afid is 
added to the yeast mixture; then 
two cups of warm water and seven 
or eight cups of flour are added. 
The dough may then be placed in 
the icebox until several hours be- 
fore the time the rolls are to he 
served. The top of the dough is light- 
ly spread with melted shortening 
to prevent thegforming of a crust. 
The rolis are cut and brushed with 
melted butter and allowed to rise 
in a warm place for three hours. 
They are then baked in a moderate 
oven. When half the dough is used 
the remainder may be placed in a 
bowl,.brushed with melted. shorten- 
ing and returned to the icebox until 
the hostess ‘wishes to serve hot ice- 
box rolls again. 

The tiny. tea cakes cut in fancy
